
A Message from the Chair... 

Please save the dates of April 26-28 and be a part 
of our Second Annual Scholarship Weekend. You will 
hear a showcase of our ensembles, a recital of 
Kreuscher Scholarship winners, the faculty in concert, 
and special performances of the choirs and the Wind 
Ensemble. 

Last spring, in our first scholarship drive, you 
helped us raise $4,700 to be awarded to outstanding 
students for the 96-97 term. Many of you were unable 
to attend the performances, but sent donations, and 
we remembered, celebrated and now thank you for 
your wonderful support. We are looking forward to 
our Second Annual Scholarship Weekend with great 
anticipation. 

Enrollment in the music department has remained 
stable in the last five years averaging 167.8 students. 
This year, on the first day of the semester, we 
numbered exactly 168 music majors. Music education 
enrolled 94, music therapy 46, music business 13, 
performance 8, and liberal arts 7. Voice majors 
account for 56 students, flute 17, piano 15, trumpet 14 
and saxophone 13, with the others divided among the 


remaining instruments. Can you help us attract more 
string and double reed students? We have some 
scholarships! 

Mansfield spent the last two semesters preparing for 
the fall 1995 review of teacher education programs by 
The National Council for Accreditation of Teacher 
Education (NCATE) and The Pennsylvania Department 
of Education (PDE). We have studied the curriculum 
and student needs, made some appropriate changes in 
our procedures, know our strengths and weaknesses, 
and look forward to the teams of evaluators with their 
strong, freshly polished magnifying glasses. They will 
help guide us into the 21st century in continuing to 
prepare outstanding music educators. We will let you 
know the results of these efforts in the next issue.

Choral News 

The Mansfield University 
Student Chapter of the 
American Choral Directors’ 
Association was honored as one 
of the three outstanding student 
chapters in the nation at the 
ACDA National Convention in 
Washington, DC last March. Five 
students attended the 
convention to receive the award: 
Laura Buck, Alyce Karns, Jon 
Wesp, Rod Nevin, Jason Strunk, 
and past president Christine 
Wineberg. 

The choral ensembles are 
preparing for several exciting 
fall events. A concert featuring 
the text, “Gloria” from the Mass 
Ordinary, will be performed by 
the Festival Chorus and Concert 
Choir on Sunday, November 12 
at 3 p.m. in Steadman Theatre. 
Settings by Dufay, Vivaldi, and 
Rutter represent the contrasting 
styles of the 15th, 18th, and 20th 
centuries. The performance will 
include instrumentalists from 
the Mansfield Symphony and a 
brass ensemble with organ. 

The annual holiday 
concerts, December 2 & 3, will 
feature “Holiday Music Dow n 
Through the Ages.” 


The Concert Choir is the 
MU choral ensemble that 
represents the university on 
concert tours. For the past three 
years, these tours have centered 
around convention invitations: 
the PA Music Educators State 
Conference in Wilkes-Barre, in 
1993, the Music Educators 
National conference in 
Cincinnati, OH, in 1994, and the 
Eastern Division Music 
Educators Conference in 
Rochester, NY, in 1995. Since the 
respect the choir has received at 
the state, regional, and national 
levels has contributed to the 
personal growth of the singers as 
well as enhanced the reputation 
of the university as a whole, the 
group has chosen to strive for a 
European tour. Despite their 
record of achievement, the 
Concert Choir has taken only 
one extensive tour abroad in its 
30 year history, that was to Italy 
in 1973. 

A 12-day tour is planned in 
May, 1996 to Florence, Venice, 
Salzburg, Munich, Heidelberg, 
and the Rhine Valley, some of 
the most spectacular regions and 
cities in Italy, Austria, and 
Germany. The tour will include 
at least five performances at 
some of the loveliest cathedrals 
in Europe. Students are 


researching these areas for their 
cultural history and musical 
importance. The tour program 
will feature selections written by 
composers who lived in the cities 
to be visited as well as music by 
American composers.

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The Music Department was 
saddened to learn that professor 
emeritus Dr. John Doyle died 
quietly at his home on the 
afternoon of August 27, 1995. 

Born in Savannah, GA on 
February 2, 1916, he spent most of 
his youth growing up in 
Charleston, NC. His BA in Classics 
was from the College 
of Charleston, a Certificate in 
Piano from the Julliard School of 
Music, and the MA and PhD from 
Columbia University. During WW 
II he served in the army as a 


bandmaster. In 1947 Dr. Doyle 
was appointed professor of music 
at Mansfield University where he 
continued until his retirement in 
1979. Dr. Doyle’s main 
responsibility was teaching piano 
and music literature. He was an 
expert on the life and music of 
American composer Louis 
Moreau Gottshalk. He published a 
bibliographic study and catalog of 
his works. John Doyle will be 
missed by all those who worked 
with him, admired him, learned 
from him, and loved him.

Orff-Schulwerk certification 
program. He will present four 
sessions at the national American 
Orff Schulwerk Association 
conference in Dallas, Texas, 
covering world music, folk literature 
and music from central Europe. 

Dr. Nancy Boston attended the 
French Piano Institute July 6-24 in 
Paris. One of 13 performers, 
including others from the U.S., 
Canada, Israel, and Australia, she 
attended master classes, lectures, 
concerts and enjoyed side tours to 
various Parisian attractions. Dr. 
Boston performed on five 
occasions at master classes and on 
the final concert at the “Salle 
Cortot” where she played a group 
of pieces by Faure.

He enrolled in private 
conducting lessons at Penn State 
where he studied with Smith Toulson 
and frequently conducted the PSU 
Symphonic Wind Ensemble.

Two of his 10 
new works were performed at the 
PSU Composers Concert on 
December 7th, and several others 
have been entered in composition 
contests. The N.E. District of Kappa 
Kappa.Psi Band Fraternity honored 
Mr. Borsheim with the commission 
of a new piece for band that will be 
premiered under his direction by the 
Wind Ensemble of the University of 
Massachusetts in March, 1996. He is 
also reviewer and critic for the 
Journal of the National Association 
of College Wind and Percussion 
Instructors.
